The wrung thut is
comuitted by & nun who is guilty of ordiuvary
crimes, such as murder, robbery or larceny, in-
volves in its end q in CABON,
but & very few persouns. But not so with Tres-
won. ‘The conssitution, laws and customs of a
nation are establis and maintained for the
colmon proteotion, safety and well h-umg of ull
the subjects of the government, and all who may
be within its limite.  Wheh these are nubverted
or destroyed, the indispeisable safeguard for
the protection of all the interests of wociety are
swept awny. Aunurchy, discord and excers fol-
lows, and nll are involved in eommon
and ruin.  Uhere is no longer any adequate and
proper security for the lity, liborty or property
of |n¥__|_a_1;_e_._ Buch are some of the consequen-
ces of succesaful Trenson.

They have set upand claim to have establish-
ed, within the limits of the United States a now
governmont, known as the Confedernte States, in
nostility to the laws and institutionaof the Uni-
ted Biates, Within the limits of this now gov-
ernment they have defied the laws and annulled
the Constitution of the United States, and com-
pelled its publie offieers Lo resign mnd abundon
their officiul duties, or in cass of vofusal have
foreed them to lsave the country.
